WHY POETS STARVE 
A pick and shov el worker named Pascal D’An- 
gelo died in New York the other day . That 
wou ldn’t really be worth commenting on if it 
weren’t for the fact that sev eral y ears ago he 
made a name for himself as a poet. 
Some of his poems were pu blished in v ariou s 
high-grade magazines; later they were brou ght 
ou t in book form. Bu t he nev er made mu ch 
money on them, and.at his death his pu blishers 
reported that roy alties amou nting to ju st $4.6 0 
were du e him. 
That, of cou rse, is traditional. Poets are su p­ 
posed to starv e in garrets and to die poor; and 
D’Angelo himself once WTote: 
“W hat was one little starv ation more or less 
in a m an’s life, especially that of a self-appoint­ 
ed poet? Within a few y ears we wou ld be gone, 
so why not sing ou r songs in the meanwhile.” 
That, probably , ex presses the philosophy of all 
pOets of all times. And it helps, too, to clear u p 
the mistake we ordinarily make in thinking of 
poets as light-hearted songsters, who pou r ou t 
melody like so many birds on a leafy branch. 
To be a poet is to be u nhappy . If poets weren’t 
painfu lly discontented with the liv es they hav e 
to lead they wou ldn’t be poets. They see the 
world as a qu eer, oppressiv e place — so mu ch so 
that, like this Italian pick and shov el man, a 
litu e thing like going hu ngry doesn’t especially 
m atter. Since ev ery thing else is wrong, all that 
cou nts is writing v erses. 
Bu t poets hav e Inis adv antage; if they can’t 
possibly get along with the world as it is, they 
can see with great clarity the world that ou ght 
to be; and by pu tting that world in their songs, 
they can giv e it a tou ch of reality — primarily 
for themselv es, bu t also, at second hand, for the 
rest of u s. 
So they go along, writing poems, starv ing in 
chiiiy attics, and generally stu bbing their toes 
ov er obstacles the rest of u s nev er ev en see. 
They make the world brighter for the rest of u s 
— bu t they pay for it with their hearts’ blood. 


AVIATION’S AMAZING ADVANCEMENT 
The recent celebration of the thirtieth anni­ 
v ersary of the first flight by the Wright brothers 
at Kitty Hawk, North Carolina, brings a keen 
realization of the amazing growth of av iation. 
In that short span of y ears, particu larly in the 
past ten or twelv e y ears, av iation has grown 
from cru de ex periments to the ou tstanding won­ 
der of the modern age. Speed, reliability and 
safety hav e been added so swiftly that we can 
hardly comprehend the possibilities of the mod­ 
ern plane. 
Oceans hav e been crossed and highest mou n­ 
tain peaks scaled with ease. Daily plane sched­ 
u les now operate between nations. Mail and 
transport ships are a common thing. Few feats 
are left to accomplish in the field of av iation, 
inasmu ch as new territories to trav el are con­ 
cerned. 
The most recent accomplishment of note is 
the remarkable flight of Colonel Lindbergh and 
his wife throu ghou t a large portion of the world 
on a su rv ey trip. The flight was made with 
mathematical precision withou t accident or mis­ 
hap of any kind. 
Yet, we are told by those who are well v ersed 
in the field of that great enterprise that fly ing 
has only begu n. Stories of u nbeliev able speed 
and accomplishments of tomorrow are predicted 
as a reality in the near fu tu re. 
We can bu t look on in amazement and won­ 
der what will come nex t.

Despite an Edgar county , Illi­ 
nois, coroner’s verdict th at death 
was accidental from gunsh ot by 
‘ person or persons unknown,” 
Lieut. Ch ester Butler of th e po- 
lic detail collapsed last nigh t 
after cry ing out, “I’m th e man. 
He was my friend. And I killed 
h im .” 
Butler, posted in th e lobby of 
th e h otel in front of wh ich 
Sh ouse and two women com­ 
panions 
were 
captured, 
h ad 
rush ed out and fired at th e con­ 
vict just as Teague reach ed th e 
door of Sh ouse’s car. 
Th e 24-y ear-old Teague’s grief 
stricken parents—th e fath er a 
former Indianapolis policeman, 
th e m oth er a departm ent store 
employ e—prepared to receive h is 
body today as it was brough t 
back from Paris. 
Meanwh ile, Sh ouse faced 22 
y ears of prison life before h e 
ends a sentence for auto bandi­ 
try imposed at Terre Haute in 
1930 for th e h oldup of a th eatre.
